Have Mad,

“Uneasy lies the head that wears the
erown,” is the sentiment pnt into the mouth
of Henry IV, prond Bolingbhiroke, who in hia
own oaTeer As usturper, snd in the murder of
his predecessor, heiped to poiat the maral.
The recent deposition of Napoleon ILL, and
the vicissitndes of his career, call to mind
@ome bistorical recollectious which, if not
very instroctive in this age of republicanism,
are ot least interesting. Freuch history is
specially replete with the misfortunes of
royally.

Louis Plilippe, the royul predecessor of
Louis Napoleon, begun by flueing for his life
from the republicaus of =0, and ended by
fleeing before the republicans of "48, His
enrly experience had taught him to put no
foith i the tender mereies of an execited
people, whose euthusinsm wight easily run
into fanaticism,

Charles 5. n trne Bourbon of the direct
line, who had learned no good nor forgotten
any evil in the exile and adversity of his raca,
iusisted on 1uling as of Divin: right. The
grdonnances against the press and the advice
of the Polignacs brought the revolution of
1550 and the thiee days of July upon Paris,
a: d Charles X was again an exile,

Napoleon, the man of destiny and favorite
of fortune, could only be hurled from hia
yride of place biy the combined power of all
itbhe kings. He aldicated ounce, broke faith,
was again deposed, and ended his career at
Bt. Heleva. Promethens bound to the rock,
devoured by censeless regrets and memories.

Louis XVI perisbhed by the guillotine. A
belpless, harmless man, npon whose nnhappy
Lead the sius of his ancestors wers visited,

Louis XV1I, a baby king, a more legitimist
j banton: of royalty, died in the Temple from
privation and negleot,

Louis XV le Desire, a minister of profli-
gacy, the friend of Pompadour wud Dubarry,
the proprietor of Le Parc aux Cerfs, died a
king and in his bed, but with none to close
Lis eyes, for every attendant was away from
the dying couch, either on pleasure or to pay
court to the rising sun.

Henry 1V, the great King, the I'renchman’s
royalideal, lived a youlb of courteous cap-
tivity, and efter a manhood of war attained
bis crown by abjuring his religion, aud died
by the knife of Ravaillac in 1610,

Charles 1N, the abettor of St. Bartholo-
new's Day massacre, died of disease of body
and mind, brought on by remorse for the
horrid criwe.

Henry 111, a proiligate and unprineipled
ruler, was nssassinated by Jacques Clement,
& Dowinican monlk, in 1530, and masses were
offered in chureh for the assassin,

Henry II. & brave and able prince, to whom
wiR owing the annexation of Metz, Verdan,
and Toul, with the adjoining country, as the

rice of his allinnee with Brandeuburg (now

russia) aguinst Oharles V and Austria, was
killed by the stroke of alancein the eye in
1554,

Francis T, the last of the kings of chivalry,
fell before the astute policy and vast power
of Charles V, against whose combinations of
Spanpish infantry and Gerwan Lanzknecht
with French generalship, the brilliant viotors
of Mariguan were powerless. ile was taken
prisoner al Pavia, and conlined at Madrid
uutil counditions of peace wers forced upon
bim 80 huwiliating that he refused to be
bound by Lis own compact, and a terrible
war of extermination was waged, both coun.
tries wastivg France with fire und sword until
they laid down their arwns from sheer ex-
haustion.

Charles VII, ddring whose reign Joan of
Arc rescned 'rance from the Lnglish, closed
& not inglorious raiﬁn by falling into a melan.
choly aud starving himselfl to death.

Charles \ I, during whose reign the despe.-
rate civil war of the Armaguaes and Burgun-
dians raged, became insane, and was virto-
ally a priscuer in the bhands of either faction,

John, the prisoner of the Black Prince at
the battle of Poitiers, 1356, and taken away
to England, was not liberated for many
years. These wars of dynasty led to fright-
ful suflerivy in the people, amid which
Charles the Danphin, afterwards king, wan-
dered up and down the country a homeless
adventurer,

Louis IX, or St. Lonis, famous for his piety
gnd crusuces sgainst the Moslewm, was made
prisoner by the Egyptians. The same king,
persisting in his conversion of the Moors,
was cprricd off by plague at Tunis,

Chbarles the Fat, Lonis IV, and other Louis,
the debonnaire kings of that age, were alter-
nate y ocaptives and conqguerors. In those
outregeous days of fraud and violence, when
every evil passion raged with impunity, the
infprisonment or murger even of kings was a
small matter, aud it is scarcely worth while
to ennerute the inglorious vicissitudes of
such u su-cession of weak tyrants and brutal
maranders.

Gropings Amid the Past.
ARCHEOLOLGY IN ENGLAND—THE HOME OF WAL-
TER SAVAGE LANDOR,

I'bis mouth the British Archreological So-
ciety is tuking a peouliarly interesting excaur-
gion, The members met at Hereford on the
#th instent, and the next day took a trip to
Llanthony Abbey. A large party left the
Great Western Railway for Llam gel, a
station on the Newport, Abergavenny and
Hereford Iailway, distance about fifteen
miles from Hereford and about four from
Abergavenvy, Here ceaches from Aberga-
venny were weiling their arrival, and the rest
of the jourvey (six miles) was performed by
road. 'The reenery throughout the jurney was
very beautiful, and its beauily was enhanced
by gleaws of sunshine and shadows of passing
dyouds which oocasionally touched the moun-
tain tops.

Approacling Llanfihangel, the Holy Moun.
tain has a sivgular appearance, It 18 & coni-
oal hill, a portion of which has slipped away
from the wain body—the effect of a landslip,
but the sul jeot of superstitions legends. The
“Sugsr Lost” towers above all the mountains
in the neighborhood of Abergavenny—a
miniatree Vesuving, without the veleano,
1850 feet high., The summit commands views
of great extent and magnificence, overlook-
ing ranges of mountains on the nerth and
west, aud extending to the Maslvera hills en

the east, There is a good road from Llan-
fihangel to Lianthony Abbey, for the
publis and

ter purt of which the
g::im pre indebted to the late Wal-
ter Bavage Landor, who was the owner
of Lianthony snd the manor rertainlng
thereto, aud to whose family it still belongs.
The road winds all the wsy up the romantic
little valley of the Hondhu, a small mountain
gtream, whose crystal waters are rarely soiled
with dirt, even in wet weather. A mile or
two frous a gingular cave or
recess in the hills is ealled the Yoke, and

Tue Bumsa Mosers Reanmsa Rooy.—The
room setapart for readers in 1750 was a cor-
ner room in the base story of Montague House,
furnished with a wainscot table and twenty
chairs, To this study Dr. Johnson, Dr.
Lowth, and David Hume frequently went;
and far from speaking scornfully of it, they
congratulated themselves on the liberality of
its arrangements. In due coursa readers
were provided with more space and better
chairs in what British Museum students of
fifteen years standing are wont to refer to as
‘‘the oid reading room”—the two apartments
in an ugly buillding in the rear of the main
edifice of the museum, where the compilers
on the ever-growing and never-to-be-ended
catalogue work. It was in these stuffy rooms
that the literary aspirant, fresh from college,
uged to make acuaintance with the “musenm
Leadache” and the *‘museum ilea,” and amuse
himself during minutes of repose from stady
with watching the grotesque faces, indescri-
bable garments, and eccentric manners of a
departed generation of bookworms. As we
write, some of these comical and more or
less useful people of letters reappear to afford
us mournful diversion—the histerical lady
with a strong mind and mounstache, who
vever condescended to address an attendant
in a voice that was not andible from end to
end of both rooms; the feeble old gentleman
of snuffy and romantic tastes, who never
read anything but the Waverlay novels, which
be used to peruse over and over again, year
in and year out, taking with each paragraph
of the artist's fascinating prose a huge pinch
of Triroe’s Mixtnre, which lay beside him on
the table in & paper tray; the pigquant and
ratber impudent damsel who daily came to
read and stopped to chatter in the common

tndy, where she always seated herself
ne tho vorner of a table, so that

bher  scarlet pettivoat and stockings
were visible to the greatest possible number
of spectators; the huge, gigantic, red-nosed,
ragged tatterdemalion, who eame daily to his

seat to study the Fathers, and to impart to
Lis particular corner of the room an odor of
sp irituous liquors. Visions also arise before

us of ancient attendantis who have found rest |

from their labors—the kindly, civil old man
who never appeared on duty without a big
wig on his head, and a bright flower in his
buttonhole; and the garrulous scholar, over-
flowing with Latin quotations and imdica-
tions of a ruinons taste for gin and beer;
who bad studied books before he came to
earn bis livelihood by earrying them about,
Instead of the two poor back rooms we
now have the ground hall of stady, with its
luxurious seats, its nnmanageable draughts
of cold and ﬂcnrcelf less afilieting supplies
of hot air—the ball for which every pious
and grateful student offers a daily prayer in
bel alf of Sir Anthony Panizzi. In the early
days of the institution, the readers numbered
about hall-a-dozen daily, while during the
last three years the daily average has been
2054 and 857, 4. e, in 1506 there were
0,857 readers; in 1867, 104,469; andin 18GR,
103,529,  That this splendid reading-room
is all that we conld desire, or all that
it was intended to be, cannot he said so
long as the efforts of the authorities to con-
guer ite dranghts are unsuccessful. Again,
readers—erpecially those whose time is excep-
tionally valuable—exclaim with reason against
the time which an applicant for a §volume
has to wait for it if be gives in his ticket in
the middle or toward the close of the day;
while the reader who enters the room early
gets the beoks which be requires ina few
miuntes, The caunseis plain, By the middle
of the day the written applications for books
have become numerous; and as each applica-
tion is taken in turn, the late comers' tickets
receive no attention till the attendants have
disposed of an acenmulation of prior demands.
An industrious author by profession says:—
“J] can’t afford to nse the musenm library.
I am so circumstanced that I ean't visit the
reading room till the after part of the day,
when I sbhould be kept so long waiting in
idleness for the desired works that the
privilege of using them would be purchased
too dearly. On the whole, I find it chesper
to buy books than to read at the musenm, '—
